We have -heard countless
“pleas for trimming the “waste
and fat” from the budget in
recent days and from all the

expenditures.

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When the Congressman
from California talks about
economy, he means cutting

Before you can say “Let’s
cut taxes” all these projects
are back in the budget, ‘with
only a few minor things left
out. These usually were spon-
sored by the people who
weren’t ‘very good at “log
rolling,” but they learn.
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“Jt is,not my intention to
reduce.or eliminate any proj-
ects or services that are es-
sential and vital for the safe-
ty, health, and welfare of the
people,” one . representative
declared. “I am sure that sub-
stantial reductions can be
made by eliminating unneces-
sary projects and those which
are luxuries, rather than ne-
cessities.”
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Nobody could quarrel with
that, but the fight begins
when our elected representa-
tives try to decide what is a
luxury and what is a neces-
sity. There are hundreds of
active lobbyists and public re-
lations men around to con-
vince us that yesterday's lux-
ury is today's necessity.
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As a result, in the past 20
years the United States budg-
et has increased from $7 bil-
lion to $70 billion. There are
a lot of people around who
can remember back in 1900

when the budget was only
$535,000.

Latest figures indicate that
the government debt is about
$1700 per person. Twenty
years ago, 1t was only $282
apiece, and in 1000 . only
$12.41 for every man, woman
and child.
